Fewer districts would result 


in a great saving to the state and the 


schoo’s could be mad-) fully as effect­ 
ive as they are now. 
In fact the small 


schools are not infrequently in charge 


of teachers who are really unprepared 


to teach. The larger schools are usual y 
char icteriz d by bott* r wark than the 


smaller ones. 
When trustees find it 


necessary to build new school housi s 


they should consider the m atter of 
combining the districts wherever it 


seem* practicable. 
The other proposi­ 


tion of Mr fleeting that the school 


interests of a township might be cen­ 


tered in one graded school in the centie 


of the township, thus doing away with 


the district schools altogether is imprac 


ticable and would not be satisfactory to 


the people.

The Dying; T hought# of th e Man W hom 
E u ro p e Feared. 
On his deathiwxl Napoleon expressed 
his conviction that England would end 
like the proud republic of Venioe. 
W ith perfect composure he gave his 
last directions: “ I desire that you will 
take my heart, put it in spirits of wine 
and carry it to Parm a to my dear Marie 
Louise. 
You will tell her that I never 
ceased to love her and relate to her ev­ 
ery particular respecting my death up­ 
on this miserable and dreary rock. You 
will tell my mother and family that the 
great Napoleon expired in the most de­ 
plorable state, deprived of everything, 
abandoned to himself and ta his glory, 
and that he bequeathed with his dying 
breath to all tile reigning families of 
Europe the horror and opprobrium of 
his death. ” 
Tho second codicil of his w ill con­ 
tained the direction, which was after­ 
ward complied with. “ It is my wish 
that my ashes may repose on the banks 
of tilt) Seine, in the midst of the French 
people, whom I love so w ell.” 
On the 6th of May, 1821, he who had 
for years kept all Europe in a state of 
feverish 
excitement 
terminated 
his 
earthly career. 
After lying in state two days the 
body was deposited in a coffin composed 
first of tin lined with white satin. 
which, having been soldered, wasinclos 
od in another of mahogany, a third ol 
lead, and the whole in a fourth of ma 
hogauy secured with iron screws. After 
tho .cerem ony an enormous stone was 
lowered over the body, resting en 
stone wall so as to escape the coffin. 
On the 12th of May Louis Philippe 
commanded that the ashes of Napoleon 
be conveyed to France. In his commu- 
i ideation he said: “ Henceforth France 
alone will possess all that remains of 
Napoleon. His tomb, like his fame, will 
belong to none but his country. ” 
At ll o’clock, Dec. 15, the first can 
in in was heard announcing that the re 
mains of the emperor had reached 
French ground. 
Amid the vast assem 
blago the body was borne by 24 seamen 
to its luht resting place in the Hotel des 
Invalided 
So closed the eventful career of the 
great Napoleon, whose memory can on 
ly iierish w ith the records of the world

Dingley’s emphatic statement in the 
House about the prospective revenue 
and expenditures of the government, 
disposed of the whole batch o' misrep­ 
resentations as to republicans seriously 
considering legislation to furnish addi­ 
tional revenue.

in Washington knew that these stories 
were purely imaginary and that the 
only object in circulating them was to 
discredit the administration and the 
republican party.

SUBM ARINE BOAT. 


Tarty Takes Banner Tinier Twenty Feel 
of W ater. 
B a tum ors, Dec. 18.—In the present* 
of Mayor Malstor and other representa­ 
tive citizens of Baltimore a practical 
test of the possibilities of the submarine 
boat, the Argonaut, designed by Simon 
Lake of this city for the purpose of lo­ 
cating sunken vessels, removing their 
cargo aud raising them, has been made. 
The trial trip was in overy way satisfac­ 
tory, and was pronounced a success by 
all who went down with th© vessel. 
In 
addition to cruising on the bottom of 
the Patapscn river, a diver left the ves­ 
sel from one OL the forward compart­ 
ments and returned through the con­ 
ning tower while submerged in about 20 
feet of water. 
Tim actual working ability of the 
craft was then demonstrated. 
From 
one side of the river to the other the 
boat was run, and finally appeared at 
the surface, the inmates in the strange 
vessel seeming no worse for the experi­ 
ence. 
Luncheon was then served, dur­ 
ing which the possibilities of the vessel 
and expectations of the inventor were 
explained. 
A second party taken down 
were treated to the novelty of cating 
the first meal ever cooked nuder water, 
consisting of oyster stew and coffee. 
They also saw the diver from the VVil 
son of Washington, leave the boat, walk 
about on the bottom and then return.

steel in various forms, accompanied by 
advances in the prices of sorts most af­ 
fected. 
The wheat market has been less fever­ 
ish and prices arc practically unchanged 
from a week ago, while corn, oats ..ad 
sugar are additions to the list of pro­ 
ducts showing advances. 
The unsatisfactory outlook for cotton 
goods is reflected 
in 
reductions in 
bleached goods to the lowest point ever 
reached, while some cotton yarns show 
weakness. 
Anthracite coal is weak, al­ 
though production has been curtailed, 
and talk of further reductions is heard. 
W ith these exceptions, the price situa­ 
tion is one of quite exceptional steadi­ 
ness. 
At the east trade in wholesale lines is 
quiet, but retail trade has been stimu­ 
lated sufficiently to allow of a fair rec­ 
ord of business in seasonable lines. 
Manufacturers of woolen clothes are 
running on small margins and look to a 
change in heavy weight goods to im ­ 
prove the situation. 
The trade situa­ 
tion west and northwest is one of unim­ 
paired strength, although milder weath­ 
er checks distribution of winter wear 
goods.

The second codicil of his w ill con­ 
tained the direction, w hich was after­ 
w ard complied w ith, “ It is my wish 
that my ashes may repose on the banks 
of the Seine, in the m idst of the French 
people, whom I love so w ell.” 
On the 6th of May, 1821, he who had 
for years kept all Europe in a state of 
feverish 
excitem ent 
term inated 
his 
earthly career. 
A fter lying in state tw o days the 
body was deposited in a coffin composed 
first 
of tin lined w ith w hite satin, 
which, having been soldered, w asinclos 
cd in another of mahogany, a third of 
lead, and the whole in a fourth of m a 
bogany secured w ith iron screws. After 
tho ceremony an enormous stone was 
lowered over the body, resting en a 
stone w all so as to escape the coffin. 
On the 12th of May Louis Philippe 
commanded th at the ashes of Napoleon 
j be conveyed to France.
